verdict. 

Day 125 | Wednesday | June 24 | Romans 8 | One of most dynamic explanations of life in the 
Spirit of God - no condemnation, free from the law, you are of Spirit, live in the Spirit, suffering 
will happen, the Spirit will help us to pray, we know that all things work for good - for those that 
love God who are called according to his purpose, if God is for us who can be against us?
